against the depredations of Dubin- 
sky and the union. Most of them 
earn small pay, but they often find 
themselves called upon to give up 
a day's pay or half a day's pay for 
projects which Dubinsky adopts to 
further his own political ambitions. 
He would have no right to put 
through a tax of a day's pay to 
buy a pig or a suit of clothes for 
evcr.y. farmer in Ireland. 


A descendant of recent 
Irish 
forbears, I would criticize such 
project for the same reason that 
I condemn the prostitution of this 
union's power and resources to the 
service of the state of Israel. Du- 
statements that the "workers" de- 
sire to help the oppressed every- 
where without 
discrimination 
is 


untrue and irrelevant, "workers" 
do not help others clesewhere spon- 
taneously, but must be 
coerced 
and persuaded by pressure 
and 


propaganda. Contrary to political 
slogans wrought by fakers, they 
do exercise discrimination when it 
is possible to do so. The "Irish" 
of the United States take pride in 
the fact that they carried the fi-

There seems to be great need in 
Spain of the same kind of finan- 
cial help that Dubinsky has direct- 
ed to Israel and Italy.

U. S. to Decide 
What to Do 
With Big Mess 


By AMES MARLOW 
Washington, Aug. 10 —(/P)— The 
ovcrnmont today digs in to find- 
ng what to do in a grand mess 
The mess is the Far East where 
e Chinese communists arc 
tak- 
ng over China. 


This has been a great disaster 
or the United States since, bc- 
wcen them, the Russian and Chi- 
ese communists now control most 
£ Asia. 
Only last week the state depart 
mcnt i s s u e d a "white 
paper" 
/hich said: 


1. This country has washed its 
ands of Chiang Kai-shek's nation- 
lists who were the only opposi- 
ion the communists had. 
2. Since the nationalists are no 
ompctition any more, the Chinese 
ommunisls 
can 
ta e iver 
all 
China any time they''wish. 
Today an aged man, 73yoar-old 


J. Lcighton Stuart, flics into Wash- 
ngton with his head full of knowl- 
dge of China to give what advice 
ic can. 


He's American ambassador 
to 
~hina. Although he's had that job 
5nly since 194G, he's lived in China 
5 years, mostly as an educator, 
-le's an expert on China and 
its 
problems. 


Secretary of State Acheson has 
created a special group to figure 
out what this country should do 
about the Far East, which includes 
~;hina and the rest of Asia not in 
communist hands. 


This group is made up o£ three 
men: Philip C. Jcssup, an ambas- 
ador-at-largc: Dr. 
Evcrtt 
Case, 
president of the Rockefeller foun- 
dation. 


Case, now in Europe, will ar- 
rive here next week. Fosdick ar- 
rived here yesterday. And he, Jos 
sup and Stuart will start putting 
their heads together. 


This group, or board, will have 


the assistance of the state, treas- 
ury and national defense 
depart- 
ments, the economic cooperation 
administration, the senate foreign 
relations committee and the house 
foreign affairs committee. 
The problem of the United Slates 
is this: 


With all China in the hands of 
the Chinese communits, and with 
those communists 
working 
with 
the Russian communits, then— 
Vitally strategic areas now con- 
trolled by, or tied in with, 
the 


United States arc in easy bombing 
range of the communist-run. East- 
ern coast of Asia. They are Japan, 
Okinawa, and the Philippines 


Then there is the island of For- 
mosa, oft' the Cnma coast.

it.

World 


War II the Allies decided to give 
it back to China. 


This hasn't been all sealed and 
settled yet and isn't supposed to 
be until the Japanese peace treaty 
is signed.

He's reported to have withdrawn
